Public Drinking By Law 
lectmen choose 


he Burlingion By Law prohibiting pablic drinking of 
alcoholic beverages, which was adopted by that town last June, 
has won the favor of the Wilmington Board of Selectmen, but 
they want some softening changes. 

"s by-law provides for a $50 fine for each 
offense, first or umpteenth, for any person who has been ap- 
prehended while consuming any alcoholic beverage in or on 
any street, public place, public building or any place to which 
the public has a right of access, as invitees, or licensees. 

It also provides the same penalty for any person con- 
suming alcoholic beverages in or upon any private land, 
building, or place without the consent of the owner or person in 
control thereof. 

A third provision of the Burlington by-law is that any 
aléoholic beverages being consumed in violation of the by-law 
shall be Seized and held by the Chief of Police until after the 
court disposes of the case, after which the Chief shall return 
the beverages to the person entitled to their lawful possession.

Christmas Trees, and permits to 
sell wood. How the selectmen 
arrived at that position is sort of a 
tale, and a similar one about the 
Chief of Police would not be out of 
the way at this time, 

The story is told that a motorist 
went up to Paul Lynch, a couple of 
years ago, and, pointing to an area 
where there "No Parking” 
sign, enquired as to whether or not 
he could park there. 

“No” said the Chief. 

“But there are a dozen cars 
parked there now!”” 

“Those guys didn’t ask me!" 

Maybe the story isn’t true, but it 
has been told. 

‘Someone, two weeks ago, asked 
the Selectmen if they could sell 
Christmas trees in a certain busy 
area along Main Street. The 
selectmen pondered, and after a 
while came up with’ the answer - 
No. 

‘Since then several persons have 
taken up the selling of trees, 
without asking the permission of 
the selectmen. One person is 
selling within 100 yards ofthe town 
hal 

In other years the selectmen 
never bothered about the problem, 
if problem there is - but having 
told one person he may not sell 
makes them feel somewhat con- 
science striken about the others. 

So Monday night, after debating 
a bit, they instructed the Town 
Manager to talk over the problem 


with the Chief of Police. And, they 
added another thought - how about 
those people who are selling wood? 

Then they added another 
thought. Too many people had 
been smoking cigarettes, in the 
selectmen’s meeting. 

The Town Manager was in- 
structed to have a No Smoking sign 
up during selectmen’s meetings, 
and to remove all ash trays.

No 
more water should be pumped into that 
reservoir until the people of Wilmington are 
secure in their homes. It is that simple.
